Patience 


Attala’s name (we) begin with. the Most Affectionate the Merciful 

Undoubtedly patience is one of the most important virtues. Having 
patience beautifies a man’s character and this trait makes him more 
stable and credible in tough times. Patience can have various forms, 
being patient with what Allah has bestowed us with, having patience 
in times of calamity and loss, being patient in not performing vice 
and sins, being patient in leaving worldly desires. These all hinds of 
patience are necessary in a believer’s life. Rather, a man cannot be a 
complete believer until he has the aforementioned patience. 
Furthermore, patience is something which gives a person the ‘Qurb’ 
(spiritual closeness) to Allah the almighty. So whoever wants to 
increase his Qurb he should have more and more patience. Patience 
is such a crucial virtue that Allah the exalted has ordered the people 
having faith to be patient with these words: 

“O Believers! Seek help with patience and prayer, no doubt Allah is 
with the patient (ones)”. [Qur’an 2:153] 

Glory be to Allah! What lovely glad tidings are for the patient ones! 
That O people! Who have been wronged and cheated by the world. 

O meek and docile souls! Who couldn’t avenge the wrong done to 
them, who didn’t get justice from the worldly courts. Don’t take 
revenge! Don’t give them the same that they have given you! Don’t 
repay hatred with hatred. Just be patient! Be Patient and the Lord of 
the worlds, the creator of the worlds, the almighty Allah is with you. 


His help is with you, Even if no one seems to he with you, his help is 
always there watching over you. 

Just observe a beautiful hadith regarding the same: 

The Prophet of mercy, the peace of our hearts and mind, the most 
generous and kind, the jewel of the creation, the crown of the 
creation, the chosen one, the most revered one, the most blessed one 
and undoubtedly the most beautiful one, Muhammad Mustafa (may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace) said “Maintain relations with 
those who cut off relations with you, Give to those who deprive you, 
and forgive those who wrong you.”[Musnad Ahmad bin Hanbal] 

Now, it must be noted that a man cannot perform the above 
mentioned things until he is completely patient with whatever was 
done to him. Even if someone is trying to cut off ties of kinship with 
you then be patient and try to join those ties. If someone is depriving 
you of a thing and in turn if you get the upper hand then do not 
exhibit the same behavior as him, rather give him. Also, if someone 
has wronged you, then do not hold on to grudges. Rather, forgive 
them and pardon their sins. 

Another important thing is being patient in staying away from 
worldly desires. This is all about having self-control and abstaining 
from Haraam actions. O people! Listen well! This world is of a few 
days and it along with all in it will perish and the hereafter, the 
Akhirah is better for the Allah fearing people. If you will perform 
good deeds and be patient in staying away from impermissible and 
unlawful things, be mindful that Allah will make you enter into the 


gardens beneath which rivers flow and there are uncountable 
bounties in it. Let not the worldly beauty deceive you, for indeed this 
world is full of trials and tribulations. This world will test you. And 
if you fail, then behold! Scorching fire awaits you and uncountable 
punishments and severe torment. What good would it be if all the 
people understood it and started practicing the same from today 
itself! But know well, Allah guides whomever he wishes and he is 
independent, he does not need your Ibadah (worship). But you need 
to perform the Ibadah to reach his Qurb and to gain his ‘Ridha’ 
(divine pleasure). Your sole objective should be to earn his pleasure 
and to abstain from calling upon his wrath. Only then can you 
become true believers and be successful in this world and the 
hereafter. 

May Allah bless us all to be patient and spend our lives doing good 
deeds and abstaining from doing sins. O Allah! May the same 
happen, accept our prayers through the mediation of the Prophet of 
mercy, Hazrat Muhammad Mustafa upon him be countless blessings 
and complete salutations. 
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
